The wild catlle of Texas.—We find the fol-
lowing article, in relation to the wild cattle of
Texas, in a recent number of the Houston T%l-
egraph:

*The settlers who have recently opened
farms near the sources of the San Gabriel and
Brushy, find the country well stocked with a
singular breed of wild catile. Large droves
of these catile are found not only cn the San
Gabriel, Leona, and other tributaries of Little
River, buf also on the San Saba, the Liano,
and many tributaries «f the Uleper Colorado,
far above the settlements. 'They differ in
form, color, and habits from all the varieties
of domestic cattle in Texas. They are inva-
riably of a dark brown color, with a slight
tinge of dusky yellow on the tip of the nose
and the helly. 'Their horns are remarkably
large, and stand out straight from the head.
Although these cattle are generally much lar-
ger than domestic cattle, they are more fleet
and nimble, and when pursued, often vutstrip
horses that easily outrun the Buffalo; they sel-
dom venture far cutinto the prairies, but are ge-
nerally found in or near the forest that skirt the
streams in that section. T'heir meat is of an ex-
cellent flavor, and is preferred by the settlers

er cattle. Some persons have supposed that
it is possible these cattle are a distinct race,
indigenous to America; and the immense skel-
etons of a species of fossil ox with straight
horns, that are often found in the beds of the
Brazos and Colorado, would seem to strength-
en this epinion. But as these cattle are now
found only in the vicinity of the old Missions,
it is much more propable that they are the de-

Spanish adventurers. It issaid that a species
of wild ecattle, ditfering from all the domestic
breeds of the Kastern continent, is found in
‘the Sandwich islands; but it is well ascertain-
‘tic catile that were left on those 1slands by
Vancouver. These cattle are so wild that
they can only be caught alive by entrapping
‘them in disguised pits. The cejebrated bota-
nist, Douglas, while on a tour in one of those
slands, fell into one of these pits, and was
'gured to death by a wild bull, who had been
been thus entrapped. Several attempts have
'been made by settlers on the San Gabriel to
domesticate the wild cattle in that section,
|but they have thus far been unsuccessful. As
| they are far superior to the domeastic cattle of
'the country, not only in size, strength, and
|agility, but also in the flavor of their meat
and the density of their fat, they might, if
once domesticaled, hecome a valuable aequisi-
tion to the agriculturists of this country.”

HOGS PACKED IN THE WEST.
We have annuzlly given our view of the

_ Having arrived at the 15th of January, there
is a good deal of anxiety felt hy merchants in
the provision business to know how the re-
sults of the hog packing will stand. The ex-
act resnlts cannot be ascertained, but an ap-
proximation may be had.

Some persons have put forth an exaggera-
ted statement of the number of hogs packed
in the West, and others have underrated them
as much. The truth lies between. The num-
ber packed is greater than 1t was last season,
but not greater—taking the United States to-
gether—than mighifreasenably, beanticipated.
We say reasonably, becanse it was most un-
reasonable to suppose there would not be an
increase, and a decided increase this year, |
over the last very searce season.

However, our readers want only facts, and
what we will give them, the result in some of
the leading packing places.

In Cincinnati, the great variation is in the
large number of hogs brought from Kentucky.
This we can show, precisely.

From Kentucky in 1844—5, 45,000
" ‘s “ 1845—6, 125,000
Increase, 80,000

Some persons suppose that this increase i3
only so much deducled from the number driv-
en South by the Cumberland Gap and othér
roads.

The number of hogs fatted the
last antamn in Kontucky, there is reason to
believe, was really larger thao the yearbefore.
